PARIS (AP) — British Prime 


Minister Harold MacmUlan today 
began a swing around the capitals 
of his major allies in search of a 
Western policy to take into nego- 
tiations with the Soviet Union. 

Arriving in Paris to confer with 
President Charles de Gaulle, Mac- 
mUlan said he feels the Soviets 
want to negotiate on Berlin. 
- "The Soviets accept that these 
immediate problems— Berlin, Ger- 
many and so on— ought to be set- 
tled by negotiations," Macmillan 
said.

Oil-Rich Nation Long Has 
Been Huge Question Mark

Iraq has been one of the Middle 


East's biggest question marks 
since Premier Abdel Karim Kas- 
sem led an army revolt that cut 
down the monarchy last July 14. 


For a generation Iraq, led by 


political strong man .Nuri Said, 
had been the West's strongest bas- 
tion in the Middle East. But Nuri 
was killed as he attempted-to flee 
disguised as a woman, young King 
Faisal was shot to death in his 
palace and his uncle, Crown 
Prince Abdul Ilah, was torn to 
pieces by a mob. 


That left Kassem -in power in 


the oil-rich nation, and the West 
wondered which way he would 
turn—to President • Gam'al Abdel 
Nasser of the United Arab Repub- 
lic and his brand of Arab nation- 
alism, or to the1 Communists.

Simmering unrest had broken into open rebellion less than 


eight months after Kassem led the bloody coup that killed King

Facts on Adoption! 


The third in a series of 


' three articles prepared by the 


Family Service and Children's 
Aid Society on ADOPTION. 


THE ADOPTIVE CHILD 
In the first two articles on 


adoption practices of the Fam- 
ily Service and Children's Aid 
Society, we have considered the 
advantages to the natural moth- 
er and to the adoptive parents 
of dealing with an accredited 
agency. However, the chief con- 
cern of the agency worker must 
be the welfare of the adoptive 
' child. 


When a child is voluntarily 


released for adoption,, he be- 
comes the responsibility of the 
Family Service and Children's 
Aid Society." The advantages of 
this procedure are numerous: 
the "child wj.ll be observed by 
doctors and trained psycholo- 
gists for mental or physical de- 
_f ects which might not be appar- 
"ent-at birth. This observation 
^affords protection both for the 
'child and for the prospective 
parents. If weaknesses are dis- 
covered, the adoptive parents 
will know about them. These 
weaknesses have been fully dis- 
cussed with them and, they de- 
cide whether or not they are 
interested in the baby before he 
is placed in their home. If they 
do adopt him, they are prepared 
to love him fully without resent- 
ment, which might anse, if they 
had not known about his weak- 
ness previously. 


Careful testing and observing 


of babies before placement by 
highly trained doctors and psy- 
chologists can avoid the hieart- 
breaking experience of discov- 
ering mental or physical defi- 
.'cienciis after adoption. 


The policy of rhe Family 


Service and Children's Aid So- 
ciety is to place ^midieir' in 
'their adoptive homes before they 
are six months old—at the ear- 
nest possible age and atill pro- 
vide maximum protection for 
both child and prospective pa- 
rents. 


After the child has been care- 


fully 
examined, the 
agency 


worker finds the home in which 
the individual child will be hap- 
piest. Matching of physical 
characteristics is not stressed

able, who do resemble the adop- 
tive child, the caseworker will 
try to place a child in a home 
where his coloring and size are 
close to those of the adoptive 
parents. Adoptions are never 
delayed to match parents and 
cliild physically, but, if it as 
possible, this, too, can contrib- 
ute to the child's feeling of be- 
longing. 


The greatest protection, that 


the TTamily Service and Chil- 
dren's Aid Society gives a child 
is the assurance of love 
The 


desire to love a child for him- 
self ig the main requisite sought 
by the agency in prospective 
^adoptive parents. 
The agency 


can offer the child a home 
where he will be loved fully and 
unselfishly. 


The serious responsibility of 


placing children in adoptive 
homes can only be met by care- 
jful study of both children and 
prospective parents. By ap- 
proaching with care and with 
sMll the problems of all of the 
people involved in an adoption— 
the unmarried mother, the 
adoptive parents and the adop- 
tive child—the approved agen- 
cy, the Family Service and 
Children's Aid Society, with 
trained, 
experienced workers, 


assures to all the greatest 
measure of security and happi- 
ness.

Bolivians violently objected to 


one paragraph of a two-column 
article in the Latin-American edi- 
tion of Time magazine on the 
country's acutely serious econom- 
ic situation. 


The paragraph, not earned in 


the U S. edition of the magazine, 
quoted a U.S. Embassy official as 
saying that "the only solution to 
Bolivia's problems is to abolish 
Bolivia. Let her neighbors divide 
up the country and the prob- 
lems." 


The article made it clear 1he 


official was wisecracking. 


But it was not funny in a coun-1 


try which over the centuries has 
lost territory to its five neighbors 
—Chile, Peru, Brazil, Paraguay 
and Argentina. 


Bolivia, with a population of 


four million, is beset by one of j 
the worst cases of inflation in j 
South America and is up TO its! 
ears in critical economic troubles , 
As Tune pointed out, 'U.S. aid has ! 
saved Bolivia from economic ca-1 
tastrophe.

But when Bolivians read Span-. 


ish translations in La Paz news- 
papers of' the Time article, the 
reaction was explosive. 


Two thousand marched on the 


U S Embassy Monday and hurled 
stones through the windows, set 
fire to U S automobiles and shout- 


ed anti-American slogans The 
U S. Information Service library 
was i n T a d e d, windows were 
broken, and books and magazines 
were destroyed. 


Police, trying to control the 


mob, used tear gas and fired not 
guns. In the melee student Isidro 
Condon Mendoza, 15, was killed. 


In another riot the next day den- 


tist Juan Maldonado Barrios, 32, 
was hit by a stray bullet. Almost 
40 policemen were hurt. All go\- 
erument 
and 
business 
offices 


closed and thousands 
marched 


through the streets to protest the 
article. 


No Americans were injured 
The U S. Embassy denied that 


any of its officials had made the 
remark that offended 


One embassy official told a re- 


porter, "I am posin\e no one 
would have said a thing like that 
for quotation even if yoking." 
Time's editor in chief, Henry R 
Luce, expressed regret at the re- 
sults but didn't mention the quota- 
tion.

John Foster Dulles has been in 
the shadows is a physical acci- 
dent. He has been hospitalized 
with cancer.

But the British foreign secretary 


Selwyn Lloyd, has almost disap- 


i peared from view under the com- 
motion stirred up by Khrushchev. 
He may be handling details for 
Britain, but Macmillan is doing 
the talking. 


Yet the four Western Allies want

After 
saving what he thought of foreign 
ministers, Khrushchev agreed to 
their meeting, but grudgingly.

Dearer money hits anyone who 


must borrow or might want to 
borrow. It tends to weaken the 
price of existing corporate and 
government bonds that pay lower 
interest than the new going rate. 


But the long term effect on busi- 


ness in general is debatable.

terest rates by some Federal Re- 
serve banks run all the way from 
a shrug—the rates were merely

j er than the fed's—to fear that this 


i new warning against stock mar- 


j ket exuberance and the gathering 
forces of inflation might squelch 
the business recovery born of 
new confidence and prepare the 
way lor another recession.

percent sales tax proposal. 


Speaking

new car dealers, E. W. Parkin- 
son,. Harrisburg, assistant gen- 
eral manager of the Pennsyl- 
vania Automotive Association, 
said: 


"The proposal now before the 


General Assembly would, if al- 
lowed to become law, not only 
burden ,the tax on motor vehicle 
sales, but would also hit car and 
truck buyers with double tax- 
ation."

example to show the difference 
in taxes in the purchase of the 
same car under the present and 
the proposed sales tax. 


Under the present 3 per cent 


sales levy, the tax on a new car 
selling for $3,000 on which $2,-

taken in trade, the tax applies 
only to the net difference of $1,- 
000, or ?30. 


Under the proposed 3% per- 


cent sales tax, on which no 
trade-in exemption would be al- 
lowed, the full price of ?3,000 
would be subject to the levy, 
boosting the tax to $105.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — A game 


'JtUe guy named Lou Costello has 
been erased from the movie 
scene. He'll he missed. 


Lou was a show business natur- 


al. Nobody could explain why he 
was so funny. He was no intel- 
lectual, no student of human foi- 
bles. His material had no subtlely 
nor polish. Indeed, much of it had 
been worked over and over by a 
generation of burlesque comics. 
'But when Lou did the routines, 
they seemed funnier. For one 
thing, he had in Bud Abbott a 
straight man who had no super- 
ior. And the public seemed to rec- 
ognize Lou for the natural he 
was — an abnormally funny man. 


As far as can be judged, Lou 


Costello had no enemies. Even 
Bud Abbott, with whom he some- 
times feuded, couldn't stay mad 
at him for long. 


The reason was that Lou was 


completely outgoing. He was gen- 
erous to a fault — which was all 
right when the money was flow- 
ing in, but brought him trouble 
later. He lacked complexity. 
When he worked, he worked hard. 
When he played, it was the same 
way. 


Recently he recalled how hard 


he had worked in films: "I used 
to come home mentally and phy- 


sically exhausted. Nobody knew 
it, but I was almost sick. All those 
pratfalls! They take a lot out of 
you. I'd go to the studio feeling 
tired the next morning." 


Offstage, Lou played strenuous- 


ly, too. In their heyday, he and 
Bud had a card game going at 
all times on their movie sets.

Stalwart Is Dead 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Former 


Sen. Joseph F. Guffey of Pennsyl- 
vania, a Democratic stalwart dur- 
ing the New Deal era, died Friday

Extension News 


' From table service to bee- 
keeping and from care of cloth- 
ing to farm forestry are ex- 
tremes that show the wide 
range of subjects offered by 
correspondence courses in agri- 
culture and home economics of 
the Pennsylvania State Univer- 
sity. Selection from a total of 
64 courses may be made. 


Asst. County Agent Elaine^ 


Schlosser explains that corres- 
pondence courses are a part of 
the Agricultural- and Home Eco- 
iomics Extension Service, and 
are offered for a nominal fee 
to anyone. 


Each course is complete in 


itself, but if a student wishes, 
he may take a series of courses 
of study in his special field' of 
interest. For instance, Course 1, 
Plant Life, is a basic course in 
botany. It is not a prerequisite 
but is fundamental to a better 
understanding of several rela- 
ted courses, such as Propaga- 
tion of Plant, Home Floricul- 
ture, Small Fruits, and other 
prepared by the department of 
Horticulture of the University. 


In the field of animal husban- 


dry are offered such courses 
as Animal Breeding, Dressing 
and Curing Meat, Sheep Hus- 
bandry, Rabbits for Meat, and 
many others. Two courses are 
offered in poultry husbandry: 
Poultry Keeping, contains ex- 
cellent information for the gen- 
eral poultryman. Producing of 
Market Turkeys, is another of 
particular appeal to many Penn- 
sylvania poultryrrien.

Treatment for Ewe Disease 
Pregnancy disease or lamb- 


ing paralysis, may strike about 
two weeks before lambing and 
generally -with ewes carrying 
twins or triplets. The onset of 
this disease is gradual.

Schlosser, says symptoms of 
the disease aje rapid and labor- 
ed breathing, ewe may stand 
with head against some object 
and grind her teeth, or may 
walk in circles. Later -she may 
go down and is unable to rise. 
Disease may last from one to 
ten days. 


Few cases of this disease oc- 


cur where sheep are allowed 
to run in winter pasture, Schlos- 
ser explains. He suggests feed- 
ing hay away from, barn to 
force sheep to exercise. Provide 
enough pen space—12 to 18 
square feet per ewe. Feed grain, 
during the last month of preg- 
nancy,. and don't make any 
abrupt 
changes in kind or 


amount of feed. If early symp- 
toms .of disease are seen, drench 
ewe with mixture of two ounces
